The ironic tragedy of Bruce is 
not that he died, but that the brand 
of comedy he suffered for was 
ultimately accepted. This is the 
point that Speiser puts across so 


well The concept of a show

Lenny was not afraid to be 
honest. He was afraid of that 
honesty being killed by outdated

California Tax Reform As- 
sociation, and the California Labor 
Federation, AFL - CIO. They are 
suspicious that ‘some of the 
States largest businesses, finan 
cial institutions utilities 
agribusiness, and real estate 
interests are supporters of Prop 
4 They point out that over the past 
20 years, the portion of taxes paid 
by business haz dropped from 57 
percent to 37 percent in California 

Opponents say Prop. 4 does not 
guarantee that fat will be cut from 
government or that resulting 
rebates wili go to individual tax- 
payers 

It(Prop 4) cannot heip higher 
education, because of declining 
enroliments. Student costs will go 
up says CSUS Government 
professor Joe Serna 

While acknowledging that Prop 
4 will undoubtedly pass, Serna 
says he won't vote for it 

The bigger probiem with Prop 
4 is greater policy control of local 
governments by Siate 
government,” Serna says. He finds 
it ironic that conservatives who ad- 
vocate local control are, by sup- 
porting the proposition, advancing 
centralized control of local 
governments, since the state 
would have to decide how much 
jocal governments Could spend

Serna predicts. “In about a 10 or 12 
year cycle we'll have big 
government again.” 

Public Administration profes- 
sor Ann Cowden, until recently a 
member of the Legislative 


Analyst's office, has mixed 
feelings about Prop 4 

‘Gann's measure has some 
good paints. Beyond itseif it 
focuses attention on the 
legislature and the budget 
process.” she says 

Cowden says that state of- 
ficials,.in anticipation of the Gann 
initiative passing, “jacked up’ the 
1978-79 base budget. 1978-79 will 
be used as the base year for deter- 
mining appropriation limits for fis- 
cal year 1980-81, the first year 
Gann would be in effect 

Cowden thinks it's important for 
people to realize that ‘the 
legislature doesn't review the 
whole budget every year” She 
says large portions of both the 
State and federal budgets are “un- 
touchable” fixed items not subject 
to legislative debate 

Cowden sees a lot of potential 
loopholes in Prop. 4 and says, 
“Gann is not going to be a cure - 
all.” 

Government professor Richard 
Krojak says, “I doubt that !'li vote 
for it. Jarvis and Gann aren't my 
favorite peopie 

“McCarthy's endorsement 
doesn't surprise me,” Krolak says 
“Liberals aren't terribly afraid of 
Prop. 4, so they're supporting it.” 

Concerning the Gann provision 
that excess taxes be returned to 
the taxpayers, Kroiak comments, 
“Currently, surplus state funds are 
being funneled into operating ac- 
counts so they con't have to go 
back to taxpayers. 

Krolak feels a major probiem 
with the Gann Initiative will be 
determining the true cost of iocal 
government services.

Rehfuss says he probably will 
vote for the proposition. "I think it's 
reasonable to put on upper timit o 
spending.” 

A former city manager of Palm 
Springs, Rehfuss thinks fiberal 
politicians are supporting Prop. 4 
in hopes its passage will draw 
attention away from Howard Jar- 
vis’ propased constitutional 
amendment to cut state income. 
taxes in half, cailed Jarvis It. "Gann 
leaves some ‘wiggle room’ for 
public officials.”
